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RELEASED: July 2, 2001 3:00 p.m. 5.8 days suitable for fieldwork. Cloud cover helped keep temperatures below normal and
rainfall came to most areas of the state. Soil moisture supplies were 5 percent very short,  37 percent short, 56 percent
adequate, 2 percent surplus.  

CROPS: Soybean planting was winding down. Cotton and soybeans were being cultivated.  Wheat harvest continued.
Soybeans and rice were being sprayed with herbicides and being fertilized.  Some cotton fields were being sprayed for aphids
and boll weevils.  Other activities included harvesting hay, fertilizing, liming and applying weed control in pastures.
